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Plan to impact 74 percent of LSUS degrees

The Board of Regents voted to 
adopt the Master Plan of Higher 
Education at their Oct, 27 
meeting after public hearings in 
Shreveport on the Oct. 20 and in 
Baton Rouge on the Oct 22, 

Students and faculty at LSUS 
are voicing concern that the Low- 
Completer portion of the plan will 
eliminate many of the school's 
degree programs. 

The low completer evaluation 
impacts all degree programs that 
have not graduated an average of 
eight people a year over the last 


five years. The Board of Regents 
will examine those low completer 
programs in regards to the 
university's mission. The Master 
Plan states that all degree 
programs which are low 
completers and not essential to 
the university's mission will be 
cut in an effort to streamline 
higher education statewide. 

Fifty percent of degree 
programs in Louisiana and 74 
percent of LSUSs degrees are 
affected. 

All departments at LSUS are 
currently reviewing their low 
completers. The departments arc 


deciding if their affected 
programs are within the mission 
of the department and university, 
"We are currently preparing 
justifications for all of our degree 
programs," said Dr. Charlene 
Handford, communications 
department chair. 

Other departments are finding 
new ways to give students old 
degrees. Dr. Ronald Byrd, dean 
of the College of Education said, 
"Secondary education degrees 
will jointly be administered 
between the other colleges. M 

Students and faculty are both 
expressing concern regarding the 


overall effect of the low 
completer evaluation on the 
university. 

"It's a bad precedent to set by 
dropping programs because they 
go through a period of 
unpopularity," said junior history 
major Jeff Harrell. 

Dr. Milton Finley, chair of the 
history and social sciences 
department said, "Why is LSUS 
with 4500 students judged by the 
same criteria as LSU in Baton 
Rouge with 25,000 students?" 

The LSUS administration said 
there will be no massive 
reorganization. "Eighty five to 


ninety percent of our students will 
not notice the difference," said 
Chancellor John Darling. He also 
said there will be a minimal net 
loss of programs and most low 
completers will be grouped into 
larger degree programs, 

"The people of Louisiana have 
a right to question how wc are 
using their resources. We as the 
university have a responsibility to 
be accountable. If we have low 
completers that reflect 
inappropriate use of resources, 
then we have an obligation to the 
state to make appropriate 
changes." 


Recycling War funds 
to go to scholarships

The money raised from 
this semester's Recycling 
Wars held by the Student 
Government Association 
will go to a scholarship fund 
instead of being used to pay 
back students for the SGA 
Book Exchange, 

"It is generally known 
that all of the recycling 
money goes to scholarships," 
said Marlisa Waldron, 
recycling drive chair. "We 
had decided as a senate that 
we wanted it directed 
somewhere else," 

Funds from previous 
Recycling Wars have been 
used for student 
scholarships. This semester 
members of the SGA 
decided that they wanted to 
redirect the money and help 
rectify the situation with the 
Book Exchange. 

Two former managers of 
the Book Exchange have 
admitted to taking $1700 
from the account last spring, 
"A lot of participants 


didn't know about it (the 
money being redirected). 
That was an oversight on our 
part;' Waldron said, "We 
didn't want to step on any 
toes." 

Waldron said several 
participants were unhappy 
with the decision not to place 
the money in the scholarship 
fund. 

"We didn't want to do 
that to them because they 
were so helpful. We wanted 
to lake their feelings into 
consideration," she said. 

The SGA decided at the 
Oct, 27 meeting to put the 
money into the scholarship 
fund. The drive raised $95, 
which will be received from 
the Shreveport Recycling 
Center in January, according 
to Waldron. 

Recycling Wars is a 
biennial event and will be 
held again in the spring. 
Money raised will go to the 
scholarship fund, Waldron 
said, "I doubt very 
seriously weTl pul it 
anyplace else."

How safe is our campus? Could what 
happened at LSUMC occur here? But 
most importantly, what rights docs a 
student have when a campus police 
badge is pulled out?

Most students don't believe that there 
is a close parallel of security problems 


and ramifications on the two campuses. 

"I think that (the LSUMC slaying ) 
was pretty isolated," said Man 
Carriere. a senior journalism major. 

However, Campus Police Chief Ron 
Parker doesn’t rule out the possibility of 
violent crimes on campus, even though 
LSUS has not had a frequent history of 
them.

He pointed out lhat there 
are construction crews on 
campus, but stressed that he 
doesn't believe such a horror is 
a likelihood. He says he just 
doesn't want to push the 
envelope, 

"We don't have many 
(crimes)," Parker said, "Wc 
have a very quiet campus out 
here."

Campus police will walk a 
student to his or her car laic at 
night. The student should 
telephone the office of the 
campus police or the cellular 


phone number. 

"Anytime they're 

frightened, we wish they would 
call," Parker said 

ARREST POWERS 

All campus police officers 
have lull arrest powers. LSUS 
pays 5500 to send a future 
officer through the Bossier 
Parish Criminal Justice 
Institute where he or she is 
trained in firearms, 
investigation, traffic patrol, and 
Cardio Pulmonary 

Resuscitation, After 

completing this courscwork 
and a physical fitness 
curriculum, a slate exam must 
be passed. 

"We have six good 


officers/' Parker said. "Most 
of them have been out here a 
long time; they know every 
nook and cranny. If there’s a 
crack in the sidewalk, they 
know where it is.* 

If a student is arrested, he or 
she would be taken to the 
Shreveport Police Station and 
booked. 

Student workers for the 
campus police may only issue 
parking tickets. They cannot 
make arrests. 

SPEEDING TICKETS 

The campus police do not 
have a radar gun* but they can 
issue a $15 ticket to those 
obviously speeding. 

"Radar guns arc 
expensive," Parker 
said. "But, 

manpower is what 
really holds us 
back.*

The apartments, 
where campus 
police have full 
arrest powers, arc a 
routine slop on the 
patrol. There is 
also a courtesy 
officer stationed at 
the gate on 
weekends, but he 
only has the power 
to make a citizen's 
arrest. 

Despite talcs of fighting, 
underage drinking* and drug 
use, Lori Harlcson, director of 
housing, said the apartments 
are relatively calm. 

”1 come from a background 
of eight years working with 
campus housing and this is so 
mild compared with what Ym 
used to," Harlcson said. 

She dismisses last month's 
assault in which an arrest was 
made at a fight which got out 
of hand. 

"It was a roommate conflict 
that got oul of hand* she said. 

Discipline problems are 
referred to the Student Affairs 
Committee, but this will soon 
change when the aparunems 
create its own disciplinary 
review board.

LSUS implements federal grant

Last August, the federal 
government awarded the LSUS 
Grants Office $294,676 for the first 
year of a five-year grant for the 
Shreveport Urban Services 
Consortium. 

LSUS, Southern University, 
Regional Technical Institutes, the 
City of Shreveport, the Shreveport 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Caddo public school system will 
benefit from the grant. 

According to Dr. William 
Mitchell, associate vice chancellor 
of academic affairs, the purpose of 
the grant is a systematic program of 
workforce preparation which will 
upgrade education and training of 
urban residents of Shreveport In 
the first year, which began Oct 1, 
the consortium will pursue five 
objectives. 

First, in order to improve and 
extend the use of the Mobile 
Education Lab acquired by the 
Chamber of Commerce and 
operated by the Regional Technical 
Institute, the grant will pay to add 
another instructor so that the lab 
can be operated for twice as many 
hours. Of importance to LSUS is 
that workplace-oriented literacy 
software will be field tested in the 
lab, with money allocated for 
college student assistants to help 
improve the software and learn 
about literacy training by working 
in the lab. 

Second, the program will 


introduce an emphasis on career 
planning for beginning high school 
students. Funds will be allocated to 
conduct a Career Fair for ninth and 
tenth-graders to impress upon them 
the necessity of planning their high 
school curriculum to match their 
career expectations, A program of 
minority recruitment into the 
education and 
laboratory careers 
is also planned. 

Third, the 
program will 
establish a middle 
school 
remediation 
program after 
school in a north 
Shreveport high 
school which will 
be a prototype to 
test the possible 
extension of the 
current computer- 
base remediation 
program from the 
high schools to 
the middle 
schools. 

Fourth, the 
program will extend the business 
internship program to Southern 
University and focus on placing 
student interns in small businesses 
to improve their ability to deal with 
paperwork and computers. 

Lastly, the program will 
establish a Regional Coordinating 
Council and conduct a Workforce 
Improvement conference in 
Shreveport, which will set the 


priorities for future projects. 

Mitchell and Virginia Lincove, 
grant writers for LSUS and 
Shreveport wrote the proposal. 
"We check the federal register for 
grants and write in our proposals 
for the various grants offered," 
Mitchell Lincove said. 

He added lhat only three or four 
other universities in 
the country received 
the grant. "I hope we 
can identify 

community problems 
that have educational 
solutions. Some of 
the problems deal 
with internships in 
small businesses," 
Lincove said. 

According to 
Lincove, if the 
program is successful 
through five years, 
the gram money 
received by LSUS 
could be more than 
$1.4 million. 

LSUS students 
Hattie Hardt and 
Charles Gibson 
support the computer literacy 
programs. 

Hardt, math junior, said, "I think 
it will help me because I use the 
computers in the lab a lot." 

Gibson, biology freshman, said, 
"It's a good cause that LSUS is 
using the money to increase the 
literacy program in the computer 
age that we live in today,"

As a service to the Oh-so-lovely 
students at LSUS whom I try to 
watch over and keep from harm, I 
decided to do a review of severai 
local night clubs and hit as many 
demographic groups as I could. 
Okay, it was just an excuse to go 
out and get stupid but here it is: 


Cowboys Club & Grill 

1005 Gould Dr., Bossier City 

Music: a little bit of 
everything, but mostly 
rock 

Fashion: the crowd is 
clueless 

Drinks: fairly strong, 
mixed well, decent variety 
of beer, unless there’s a 
special the well drinks are 
too expensive for the size. 


CQWBQYSi 

This local hotspot is infamous 
for girls in spandex dresses at least 
three sizes to small for them and 
hair at least three sizes too large. 

It can actually be quite 
entertaining if you go with a group 
of friends or if you are looking to 
pick someone up for the evening 
(and set your standards low). 

The music they play is 
anywhere from country to rap to 
just plain rock and roll. They even 
throw in some of what they 
consider to be alternative every 
once in a while. (Pearl Jam and 
New Order is about as extreme as 
they will get, with a little ancient 
Ministry to bring back memories.) 

The crowd is pretty tense, in 
general, with fights erupting every 
so often. I will give the security 
staff credit though, since these 
fights are usually broken up before 
there can be any serious damage 
done (dam, you know how we in 
the media love violence). The 
atmosphere is much like a meat 
market, and dang near everybody is 
on sale (marked down, of course). 

The club itself is actually pretty 
nice, its large enough to fairly 
comfortable most of the time.

Before 9 
p.m. you can get in free and 
partake of the drink specials. 
Tuesdays offer nickel beer from 8 
to 10 p.m. with a $3 cover. 
Wednesdays are ladies night with 
no cover for ladies all night and no 
cover for men until 10 p.m. Ladies 
drink free until 10 p.m. I even hear 
tell that they're coming up with an 
alternative night. I II pay to sec 
what they're going to play (the 
second 1 hear Flock of Seagulls or 
Nine Inch Nails, I f m out the door.) 

Overall Cowboys is a decent 
place as long as you are not easily 
disgusted and have a relatively 
eclectic taste in music (the majority 
of it not what I consider good but 
hey, who am 17). Minimum age is 
19.

DENIM AM? DIAMONDS- 

This newiy-opened dub has the 
size of Rhode Island and the 
intelligence of Mississippi (the 
only slate that Louisiana can make 
fun of—I hear they don't wear 
shoes.) It's pan of a chain based in 
Odessa, Tex, The dance floor is 
huge and shaped like a horseshoe. 
They have mirrored saddles 
hanging from the ceiling. They 
have a million pool tables (always 
a plus.) 

1 went with a friend who loves 
country music, and he hated the 
place. He considers people like 
Jerry Jeff Walker, Merle Haggard, 
and David Allen Coe real country 
musicians. Denim and Diamonds 
tended mostly to play the newer 
country singers like Allen Jackson, 
Travis Triti, and Clint Black, They 
even threw in a disco or rap song 
every once in a while (pretty 
interesting, considering the fact 
that there wasn't a single black 
person in the bar. I'm not saying 
you have to be black lo like rap or 
hip hop, but the majority of the 
artists that make the best of this 
genre are black.) 


My friend also considered the 
patrons' garb absolutely ridiculous, 
constantly exclaiming, "Real 
country people don't dress like 
this!"

These poor folks at Denim and 
Diamonds are trying really hard to 
open a nice bar. The place looks 
nice, the workers were polite, and 
they even have a dress code.

I'm not going to be really 
impartial on this one, but I don't 
have to because this is a review and

I love this place, I took my 


country friend there after Denim 
and Diamonds, so I got an opinion 
from someone completely unlike 
me (a conservative, old fashioned, 
very moral Christian with a love of 
country music.) He liked it better 
than Denim and Diamonds, He 
liked the atmosphere-il's 
extremely laid back and nobody 
will get a stare from the crowd-but 
said that he would rather be there 
when he was in the mood for it, 
like on Halloween. He must have 
been referring to the black walls 
and chain link fence. 

The music, on the other hand, 
he didn't like. He and two other 
people I took with me (one of them 
being our illustrious SGA president 
Vincent Mangum-just to let you 
know we don’t use each other for 
target practice when we're out and 
about) all agreed that the music 
was just noise. I myself am not of 
that opinion because 1 love 
industrial music. If you like 
Skinny Puppy, Ministry, Revolting 
Cocks, White Zombie, and the like, 
you will also enjoy the club.

Once so crowded that you could 
sec everybody you ever went to 
high school with, or someone who 
looks just like them.

Oh, don't get me 
wrong, Saturday nights are still 
fairly crowded, but it just hasn't 
been like those first "Call the Fire 
Department" overcrowded nights. 
They have even ceased business on 
Tuesdays for lack of interest, and l 
predict Wednesdays are next.

The club is not bad looking, if 
it's really dark and you don’t pay 
attention to the leaks in the roof or 
the ooze coming up in the floor in 
the pool room. Their light system 
is fabulous, though, and the music 
isn't too loud. 

Speaking of music, good old 
D.J, Steve Worrachck sure has 
improved in his mixing abilities 
since the old days at Catharsis and 
Vertigo/Stars. The problem with 
the music is that they are trying to 
satisfy everybody and that cannot 
be done completely. Also, Steve 
could try actually mixing live and 
in person before 11 p.m. instead of 
playing a pre-mixed tape. That 

way I can make more requests that 
I know he'll ignore. 

From alternative-lite to rave to 
disco and rap (sorry, no country 
tunes), Reactor doesn't go extreme 
in any direction. Eclectic or 
mediocre? You decide. 

The atmosphere is a bit 
meatmarketish here too, but it is 
not as extreme as Cowboys.
